Evidently ' the/s present disposition in con- 
gress to break over party lines, if not caused, 
has at least been helped on, by thé almost 
complete disappearance of yeterans on both | 
sides in congress. Their place has been taken 
by men who know of the war only as a his- 
torical fact. The old soldiers who still linger 
in congress apparently have become indiffer- 
ent to all the issues of the war and it is sel- 
dom nowadays that one hears either in the 
house or senate anything but the most remote 
references to that gigantic struggle. 

It must be said im full fairness that the 
northern men were the first to stop talking 
about the war. ‘This perhaps was natural, 
because they were the victors and could 
afford to be generous. The southerners had 
been harassed and scourged and despoiled 
and it was natural their réséentment should 
be slower in dying out, and even:in the secorfl 
generation it was more acute than among 
the northern congressmen, where the great 
wave of commercial life which began to roll 
up directly the war was over completed the 
submersion of the military.era.

An explosion the exact nature of which is | 


not known definitely partly wrecked the five 


| story building at 261 Wabash avenue shortly 


after 10 o'clock last night. The loss is about 
$50,000. 

Firemen and policemen attribute the ex- 
pilosion to gas. But whether it was caused by 
sewer gas, natural gas, or artificial gas could 
not be ascertained. 

A few minutes after the explosion a report 
was set efioat that it was caused by a bomb 
thrown in the gamblers’ warfare that has 
been waged in Chicago for several years. It 
was said.some one had telephoned from a 
drug store half a block from the scene of 
the explosion the following message: 

“This is the bomb throwers again. I've 
just touched off one at 261 Wabash avenue. 
There’s a gambling place on the top floor 
there. I haven’t done anything for a long 
while, but I'm starting in again.” 

It could not be learned to whom the alleged 
message was sent and policemen who investi- 
gated the report said there is no truth in it. 


Disputes the Bomb Theory. 

Joseph H. Dimery, president of the T. W. 
Wilmarth company, which occupied the first, 
fourth, and fifth floors of the building, hur- 
ried from his home in Grand boulevard when 
notified of the explosion by the police. In 
reply to a question whether he thought the 
explosion was cauged by a bomb thrower 
he said: , 3 

“ That's absurd; simply ridiculous. There 
is no gambling on the premises and never 
has been. Why, then, should we be the vic- 
thm of a gambler's bomb? That theory, if 
you can-call it such, ts without the slightest 
foundation. No ohe but a crazy person 
would advance such an opinion.”’ 

*‘Is there such a club as the Southern 
Whist club in the building?” he was asked. 

“No, emphatically no,’ an@gwered Mr. 
Dimery. “ There is no gambling club of any 
kind in the building and never bas been. I 
don’t know what caused the explosion, but it 
was sométhing from the inside, It was nota 
bomb.”’ : 

Battalion Chief Buckley early this morning 
réportéd that he found evidence of gambling 
on the fourth floor. He said a billiard tabie,' 
card tables, and sideboard were wrecked by 
the explosion. 

Lieut, Ben Reed of the Central detail po- 
lice denied that any gambling paraphernalia 
had been found in the building.

Roar Heard for Blocks. 


With a roar that was heard for biocks, 
accompanied by. the trembling of the earth, 
the explosion broke every window pane in the 
building, front and rear. Large plate glass 
windows across the street in the establish- 
ments of Rudolph Wurlitzer and the John 
Church company also were shattered. 

Guests of the Wellington and Stratford ho- 
tels, who felt the tremor as the butidings 
rocked, rushed to the street, thinking an 
earthquake had visited the city. Just around 
the corner from the explosion, in Jackson 
boulevard, a large audience at the Iilinols 
theater was startled by the rumbling sound. 
There was no outward sign of excitement, 
and no one left the playhouse until the end 
of the performance. Attracted by the large 
crowd that was in front of the wrecked 
building, hundfeds of those who come out 
of the Illinois joined the throng, 

Huge plate glass windows were blown into 
millions of bits by the terrific force of the 
explosion. The sidewalk and the car tracks 
in Wabash avenue were covered with the fine 
particles, and, indeed, some of the glass was 
reduced to powder. 

It was the most complete wreck, aromas. 
said, they ever had seen. 


Fright for Car Passengers. 

An elevated train was passing on the loop 
at the time of the explosion and a Cottage 
Grove avenue car also was directly tn front 
of the building. Windows in both elevated 
nd surfave cars were broken, and the pas- 
sengers were panic stricken.

TRAGEDY MARS AN OUTING 


Loaded Cartridge Among: Blanks 
Causes Rich Man’s Death,’ 


SHOT IN PLAY BY - FRIEND. 


Boy Dies Almost, Instantly When Hit 
by a Pitched Ball, 


Pittsburg, Pa., May 81.—[Special.]—A sol- 
itary ball cartridge among scores of blanks 
proved fatal today to William W. Lightbody, 
aged 50, president of the Iron City Spring 
company, he being accidentally killed by his 
brother-in-law, Dr. George C. Roll. Light- 
body was prominent in manufacturing circles 
and was wealthy. Dr. Roll isa dentist, mem- 
ber of the board of school controllers, and 
active in north side politics. 

The shooting occurred on a farm near Mars, 
in Butler country, at 4 o’clock this afternoon. 
Lightbody and Roll, with a party of relatives, 
went to the farm to spend Memorial day. 
There was a family celebration planned and 
Dr. Roll had provided himself with a revolver 
and blank cartridges. 

Shortly before the time for leaving home 
‘arrived Roll loaded his revolver and began 
shooting at a tree. He did not know one of 
the cartridges in the weapen contained a 
load. Nor did Lightbody, for just as Dr. 
Roll pulled thes trigger the manufacturer 
stepped in line with the bullet, receiving it 
in the head and dying instantly. 

Seeing his brother-in-law fall the dentist 
thought it was a bit of play, and he dis- 
charged several more blanks into the air. 
Soon, however, a trickling stream of blood 
showed itself, and. instantly. all was con- 
fusion. Several of the women fainted and 
Dr. Roll became frantic after a hasty ex- 
amination had shown his. brother-in-law 
was dead... From those in the party. it was 
learned that the. dentist insisted that he 
would shoot: himself and that he tried to 
expiate his act beside the corpse of his rel- 
ative. ; :

SLAYER OF CHICAGOAN GUILTY 
OF MURDER IN FIRST DEGREE. 


Negro Who Participated in Killing of 
Walter F. Shultz Convicted—Trials of 
Others to Follow. 


Alexandria, Va., May 31.—Calvin Johnson, 
a negro, was convicted this evening of mur- 
der fh the first degree, for the killing of Wal- 
ter F. Shultz, the Chicago artist, near here on 
March 6 last. The court remanded Johnson 
to jail for sentence at a later date. 

The crime for which Johnson was convicted 
was one of the most heinous ever committed 
in this section. Schultz, who had come to 
Washington to witness the inauguration, ac- 
cording to the evidence, was taken in tow on 
March 5 by Johnson and three other negroes, 
and lured to this city on an electric car. He 
was gagged and taken to a fleld outeide the 
city, where his throat was cut,

Carnations Thrown by Gir 

High up in a window of the Cohgréss hotel 
a bevy of.pretty girls tempered the ruder 
chords of war by showering red carnations 
upon the heads of the marching troops. 

The parade started at 3:45, when Battery B, 
IL. N: G., fired the final signal gun at Twenty- 
sixth. street and Michigan avenue. It had 
been arranged for the civil war veterans 
to “fallin” at Twelfth street, tn order to 
lighten the burden of their march, and this 
scheme Was carfied out. 

The parade was led by an escort of mount- 
ed police, under the-command of »Capt. 
Cheries C. Healey. Then came Gen. James 


B. Stuart, chief marshal, and staff. As they | 


passed the reviewing stand, Gen. Grant and 
Gov. Deneen exthanged salutes with Gen. 
Stuart and his officers, and uncovered their 
heads as the colors app@ared before them. 

Cheers and handclappings marked the ad- 
vent of Col. Q. H. Chapin, marshal of the 
G. A. R. contingent, his aids and thirty-one 
posts composed of old men, many of whom 
had fought through the dark days of the 
civil war with the father of the Gen. Grant 
who raised his hand to the visor of his cap 
in whole hearted salute. 


Boys and Girls in the Parade. 

All through the ranks of the old soldiers 
were boys and girls and women, the boys 
in miniature uniforms and accoutrements 
and the girls in white dresses set offewith 
the national colors. Occasionally one of the 
younger’ generation could be discerned help- 
’ ing a relative who had found the position of 
color bearer almost too much for his strength 
in the face of the wind which was bringing 
up rain—a’ shower that fortunately held off 
until the last of the parade was passing the 
grand stand. , 

The reviewers smiled in quick appreciation 
when fhe Grandsons of Veterans, command- 
‘ed by Master Robert 8. Pearson, son of Hay- 
nie R. Pearson, halted in front of the review- 
ing stand, their short legs marking time. 
The youngsters. were uniformed in khaki 
and.carried guns proportioned to their stat- 
ure, which in most cases was short, Gen. 
’ Grant gravely exchanged salutes with Capt. 
Pearson and his men and smiled to seea blue 
banner emblazoned with the words, “ Hur- 
rah for Grandpa.”

TRIBUTES TO HERO DEAD.

President’s Daughter Unveils Statue to 
Fallen at Gettysburg. 


Gettysburg, Pa., May 31.—Phis the day 
of tardy.honor to the “ regular ” at Gettys- 
burg. An imposing shaft of granite erected 
by congress to the memory of those of the 
regularly enlisted forces who fell in thethree 
days’ fighting about the Round Tops and the 
Bloody Angle was unveiled by the presi- 
d@nt’s daughter, Miss Helen Taft, while 
President Taft paid tribute to <dfficere and 
men of the United States army, past. and 
present. The president put himself squarely 
On record as opposed to any reduction in the 
present standing army. 

‘The crowds present on the battlefields were 
said te be the largest ever gathered here 
on Memorial day. Excursion trains poured 
into the gayly decorated old town from early 
morning until far past noon. . The streets 
overfiowed with humanity and the way tothe 
battlefield park was congested for hours be- 
fere the president started for the unveiling 
ceremonies, 

Four regimenté of the regular army were 
here to escort the president and to partici- 
pate in the program of the day. There also 
was @ personal escort to the president mate 
up of veterans of the regular army who 
fought in the Gettysburg campaign. 


Ceremonies of Unveiling Simple. 


The cergmnonies of the unveiling were sim- 
ple. Miss Taft pulled the silken cord which 
réfeased the flags draped about the monu- 
ment, and in falling One of them caught.on 
a bronze eagle decogating one of the inscribed 
tablets. A trooper’ gave the flag a tug, but 
it could not be released until a hole had been 
torn in the fokis of the stripes. 

The president spoke ffom a platform 
erected near the monyment. He was fol- 
lowed by Secretary Dickinson, who presented 
the monument to the battlefield commission. 
In his speech Mr. Dickinson said évery body 
now believed the result of the war was the 
best thing that.could have happened. 

Following the unveiling, the president, ac- 
companied. by Secretary Dickinson, walked 
to the base of the towering granite column 
and there reviewed the troops. When the 
review was’ concluded the president hurried 
back to the eity and to his waiting train. - He 
reached Washington at 8:15 tonight. Sev- 
eral persons invited by the president to go 
back te Washington on his car missed the 
train. Ks : 


Tardy Recognition of Debt. 


“We are gathered at this historic spot to- 
day,’’ said the president in beginning his 
Memorial speech, “to dedicate a monu- 
ment to the memory of the officers and en- 
listed men of the regular army who gave up 
their lives for their country in the three days’ 
battle. It is a tardy recognition of the na- 
tion’s debt to its brave defenders whose alle- 
giance Was purely to the nation without local 
color or strengthening of state or municipal 
pride. 

“In the war of 1812, had we had a regular 

army of 10,000 men, trained as such an 
army would have been, we should have been 
spared the humiliation of the numerous 
levies of untrained troops and the énor- 
mous” expense of raising an army on paper 
of 400,000 or 600,000 men, because with an 
effective ferce of 10,000 men we might have 
promptly captured Canada and ended the 
war. 
“To the Httle army of 25,000 men that sur- 
vived the civil war we owe the opening up 
of the entire western country. The hardships 
and the trials of frontier Indian eampaigns, 
which eade possible: the construction of the 
Pacific railroads, have never been fully rec- 
ognized by our people, 


Should Not Be Reducéd. ; 


‘Today, as a result of the Spanish war, the 
added’ responsibilities of our new dependen- 
cies in the Philippines, Porto Rico, and for 
some time in Cuba, together with a sense of 
the importance of our position as a world 
power, have led to the increas of our regular 
army to a larger force than ever before in 
the history of the country, It should not be 
reduced. ae Aer 

“ All honor to the regular army of the 
United States. NeVer in its history has it 
had a stain upon its escutcheon. With no 
one to blow its trumpets, with no loca! feeling 
or pride to bring forth ite merits, quietly and 
as befits a force organized to maintain civil 
institutions, and subject always to the civil 
control, it has gone on doing the duty which 
was its to do, accepting without a murmur 
the dangers of war, whether upon the track- 
less stretches of our western frontier, in-the 
jungles of the Philippines, on the hills. about 
Santiago, or in the tremendous campaigns 
of the civil war itself, and it has never failed 
to make a record of duty done that should 
satisfy the most exacting lover of his coun- 
wy... ‘ 

Result Now Seen by All as Right. 

“The overthrow. of the south,” said: Mr. 
Dickinson, “ was followed by sufferings and 
humiliations that for & long time admitted 
of nothing but lamentation over a result that 
could bring sugh woes. Keen and bitter as 
‘time and a manifestation of a 
more generous sentiment brought a mitiga- 
tion of sorrow and a clearer vision of the 
tremendous evils to all the states which 
certainly and. immediately would have fol- 
lowed upon the establishment of the southern 

federacy. ' 
 Cojamarcial and other conditions would 
have brought about a dissolving confed- 
racy. There woyld have been a hate and

On Riverside 
drive the veterans of the Grand Army of the 
Republic marched in their annua! parade to 
the Soldiers and Sailors’ monument, passing 
in review before Mayor McClellan. and at the 
monument holding their memorial exercises 
and listening to an address by Gen. George 
R. Loud: With the veterans marched sey- 
eral companies of United States troops, 
sailors and’ marines, national guard, and oth- 
er organizations. It is estimated that 15,000 
men were in line. 

Farther up the river, at the tomb of Gen. 
Ulysses 8. Grant, services were held by Unit- 
ed States Grant post, with an oration by 
Gov. Hughes. 


Dead-at Arlington Honored. 

Washington, D. C., May 31.—The principal 
Memorial day exercises were conducted at 
Arlington under the auspices of the G. A. R.* 
Every grave was marked with an American 
flag, while flowers were strewn about every- 
where. 

Appropriate exercises also were conducted 
at the Soldiers’ Home National] cemetery and 
other burial places in the city. 


Andrew Johnson League Formed.

Doesn’t Dim World’s Gréatest Feat.

The envelop ripped about ninety 
feet. While*the aluminium stays of several 
of the balloon’s forming complements were 
twisted and broken, the,other compartments 
remained intact and might have given the. 
vessel enough buoyancy to reach its home 
port, but other circumstances prevented. 

The tattered envelop and framework be- 
came entangled in the branches of the tree 
and the situation rapidly was made.worse 
by the wind jamming @e nose of the vesse!

People hastened from all surrounding 
points to lend their assistance. They found 
the forepart of the machine locked to the 
tree and resting on the top of the hill, while 
the huge body floated free, far above their 
heads, rocking to and fro under the wind. 
Under the, count’s directions the crew and 
numerous volunteers worked to free theves- 
sel from the tree. 


May Take Six Weeks to Fix It.

Dr. Aked found. the occasion a fit time to 
denounce .the’ Emmanuel movement. He 
didn’t mention the movement by name, but 
there was little doubt as to what he meant. 
He said he believed that the usurpation on 
the part of members of his profession of 
functions ‘the exercise of which belonged 
properly to physicians, and, to which {he 
clergy had not been called and for which 
they had not been trained, corfatituted a grave 
menace to the chufch and to society. 

* It is.a question,” he continued, " whether 
these new cults and movements are not mere- 
ly introducing old superstitions under new 
names. Boston is dining ip the twentieth cen- 
tury the same persons whom Boston in the 
seventeenth century would have hanged, and 
ft is a question which of the two processes 
is the more strongly to be condemned. 


Thinks Usurpation Hurts Religion. 

“In the first plate thie usurpation of func- 
tions has a tendency. to lower religion. Re- 
ligion is to make us good men and women. 
The first object of these new cults is to make 
us comfortable. Religion does little if it 
only makes us comfortable. 

“ The danger is that men will flock to the 
church for the material benefits they can ob- 
tain. Religion has not performed its task 
when it has healed the sick and fed the 
hungry.” 

A second objection to these cults and move- 
ments, accerding to Dr. Aked, is that many 
experiments undertaken by the usurpers of 
the functions of physicians must necessarily 
be failures and that these failures will 
arouse Keen disappointment on the part of 
patients and will result in their’ deflection 
from the church. gas 

“So far as these movements are genuine,” 
he said, “they rest on principles of which 
all intelligent persons are fully aware. Every 
one knows that it is better to go to a sick 
person with a smiling countenance and that 
the mind has a great deal of power over the 
body. - But when the church begins to or- 
ganize,this sort of thing and engineer it to 
make money out of it, then trouble begins. 
There is nothing in the world that so opens 
the door to charlatanfsm and chicanery as 
movements of this sort. Beware.of hypno- 
tism in untrained hands.” 


“Magnetic Ministers Are Dangerous.” 

Dr. Aked went on to say that the type of 
clergyman who has any chance of success 
in this sort of cult “ le naturally a man who 
is young, handsome, and virile, and possessed 
of that peculiar quality which for want of 
a better term we call personal magnetism.” 

“This ig just the sort of a man,"’ he said, 
“who should not be trusted with power over 
women. Just in proportion as those in the 
church seek to usurp the functions of phyel- 
clans will there be cases of scanda!,”’ 

He apologized for his plain speech on the 
ground he was speaking to a unique audi- 
ence composed of persons who would be able 
to appreciate the fact that be was saying 
what he really bélieved; and would not be 
offended even if they didn’t agree with him. 


Harmony reigned at a meeting of the divin- 
ity faculty of the University of Chicago last 
night called by the Theological club to ex- | 
press opinions on Prof. George B. Foster's 
‘latest book, “The Function of Religion in 
Man's Struggle for Existence.” While mild 
criticlema were directed against certain fea- 
tures of the book, the general spirit of the 
evening was one of approval of the work. 

Prof. Foster was present at the meeting to 
speak in his own defense, if necessary, and 
to explain the main theories put forward in 
the work. Neither was n , as the 
professors present uhderstood all the doc- 
trines he expressed, and not one took occa- 
sion to censure Prof. Foster for putting forth 
the work. The way compliments were direct- 
ed at him was a surprise to the author, as he 
took occasion to say in his speech which 
closed the session. 


Calls It Sign of Times. 

The most hearty supporter of Prof. Foster 
was Prof. A. W. Moore of the philosophy de- 
partment. ; 

“I consider Dr. Foster’s book aga sign of 
the times,”" he asserted. “It came at the 
psychological moment and is a volume dis- 
tinctly worth while and a credit to the au- 
thor, It is a work such as is needed these 
days when there is so much irreligiougsness 
prevalent.” . 

Prof. Shailer Mathews of the divinity school 
had slight criticism to make as to Prof. Fos- 
ter’s psychology, but none of the speakers 
took issue with the author on the general 
theories of protest against dogmatizing and 
accepting blindly that which is taught from 
the pulpit. They declared that freedom of 
belief within proper spheres is to be sought 
after. They als? admitted that science has 
some effect on religious principles and must 
be taken into account. : 


-Foster Would Teach the Young. 

Prof. Foster, in his address, expressed his 
appreciation of the kind reception which his 
views had received and thanked those whose 
criticism he declared was an aid to him. 

“I do not expect my work to be of great 
weight among thoee older people whose opin- 
tons are already formed,” he said. “‘WhatI 
am aiming at is to win over the common 
people, and I am determined that they.sghal] 
be won over. It is the rising generation, too, 
that I shall direct my efforts to in the future. 

‘*T have observed that those who can be 
called churchmen are the ones who are most 
interested in keeping the common people from 
learning the truth. It is they to whom we 
should look for the toleration of freedom of 
belief, and if they would do it we should have 
@ better and saner religion.” f 

At the conclusion of Prof. Foster’s speech 
the opportunity for debate was again given 
the 100 members in attendance, but none took 
advantage of it.

should measure the difference between the 
cost of production at home and abroad. 
Congress, in order to legislate intelli-_ 
gently,;: must know the two costs. The 
protected American manufacturer always 
is ready to give the framers of a tariff 
law his ideas of the foreign cost of pro- 
duction, but he is inclined to underesti- 
mate it. It would not be safe to depend 
exclusively on his figures. That was why 
the state department applied through the 
German ambassador to his government 
for information ‘touching eertain German 
industries. The government got the in- 
formation through boards of trade from 
various manufacturers and transmitted 
it to Washington. 

In some instances the cost of production 
as reported by the German manufac- 
turers, if correctly given, went to show 
that undue protection was being given to 
some American manufactirers. That 
may explain why the information did not 
appeal to “stand pat” members of the 
finance committee, It does not justify 
the language used concerning a foreign 
government which had obligingly com- 
plied with the request of the state depart- 
ment. The committee shuld have given 
the data submitted to it due considera- 
tion. 

Of course German as well as English 
and French manufacturers are interested 
in American tariff legislation. So is the 
German government, which always is 
striving to promote German industry and 
tradé. But there is nothing to indicate 
that any foreign manufacturer or fov- 
ernment has overstepped bounds and been 
guilty of what could properly be called 
“impertinent ” conduct in connection. with 
the pending tariff bill. It certainly was 
not “impertinent” for the German gov- 
ernment to do what it was asked to do. 

The information it transmitted and 
which the finance committee would have 
suppressed is to be printed. Then Amer- 
ican consumers may be’ better able to 
judge whether the proper degree of protee- 
tion is being awarded certain domestic 
manufacturers, 


, GERMANY AND GREAT BRITAIN. 
Of the total trade of the United States 
last year, nearly 40 per cent was with 
Germany and the United Kingdom. For 
this reason, if for no other, a war be- 
tween thé two countries should be depre- 
cated by every American producer anil 
It could not -be otherwise 
than harmful to them. Yet the average 
American, giving most of his thoughts to 
home affairs, takes little interest in the 
battleship rivalry of Great Britain and 
Germany. He is amused by the agony 
of apprehension grhich afflicts so many 
Englishmen at ibs moment, and is in- 
clined to believe that it is causeless, 
Professor Amos §. Hershey of. the Uni- 
versity of Indiana, who is looked on as 
one of the authorities on intermational 
politics in America, takes a radically 
different view of the situation. He argues 
in an article in the Independent that 
“Germany is the main obstacle to the 
world’s peace”; that British fears are 
justified, and that the situation is one 


He asserts that ever since the kaiser’s 


telegram to President Kriiger in 1806, the [ 


attitude of Germany has been reactionary 
and its conduct aggressive. It is seeking 
the mastery of the seas. As the kaiser 
said’ once, “the trident belongs in our 
hands.” But while to Germany maritime 
supremacy is, according to Prof. Her- 
shey, an object of mere desire or ambi- 
tion, it is to England a matter of life 
and death. Therefore he refuses to 
laugh at Englishmen who are worryiug 
over the rapid increase in the number of 
German Dreadnoughts. 

The professor contends that while the 
United States has nothing to fear from 
British naval supremacy ita interests 
might be imperiled by German naval su- 
premacy. He says that Germany looks on 
the Monroe doctrine as a “dog in the 
manger” policy, and he is afraid it would 


German hands. Therefore he argues that 
the United States must choose either 
“alliance or armament ‘'—a “defensive 4)- 
liance with Great Britain or the rapid 
creation of @ navy as powerful as that of 
Germany. He prefers the alliance. To 
those who ‘would quote Washington’s 
warning against “entangling alliances,” 
he would say that conditions have 
changed since his day. ~ | ;

It 
will be a long, hard fight to kill off the 
flies. But the battle is one in which 
every citizen can join, gaining something 
for himself by_ screening and at the same 
time rendering a distinct service to his 
fellows. : 

In this connection, a New York item 
about mosquitoes has interest, An 
African plant has been discovered which, 
used in experimental waters, has proved 
destructive to these other pests of the 
summer season, Covering the surface of 
the water quickly with a thick layer, it 
svffocates all the musquito larve. An 
investigator urges that it be tried in the 
New Jersey lowlands, the breeding place 
for these malaria spreading pests, The 
report may not be followed by: realization. 
But nature often furnishes in one place 
an antidote to something found in 
another. It at least iHustrates the lively 
interest in plans for destroying the mos- 
quitoes. If this nuisance and the fly can 
be exterminated by common, determined 
effort, it wil] mean much for the comfort, 
happiness, and health of the human 
family. 


DEASH IN THE STREETS. 

Loug years ago the prophet proclaimed 
the coming of a day when the streets of 
the city should be full of boys and girls 
playing. It was a message of hopeful- 
ness and cheer. If some successor now- 
adays were to point the way toward a 
happier condition he would be more apt 
to tell of a time when there would be so 
many small parks’ and other public play- 
grounds that no children would need to 
play im the streets. 

The dangers of the street are brought 
home daily. A boy 2 years old was run 
over by a heavy brewery wagon and 
killed. The driver was exonerated. The 
real fact is told in the words “ playing in 
the street.” A girl 6 years old, playing 
with a nut@ber of other girls, followed 
thy rolling bajl.unmindful of the presence 
of danger and was run over and killed by 
another heavy brewery wagon. The 
driver was*held pending the inquest. Bun 
the chances are that it was another case 
of “ playing in the street.” 

Two brothers, one 8 and one 10, who 
were playing in the street were run down 
by the automobile of @ physician speed- 
ing on an errand of merey. Luckily they 
were not killed and the physician did 
what he could to relieve them. The two 
dead and the two injured in accidents 
liable to o¢cur at any minute in a city~ 
are types of a day’s calamities. Playing 
in the street is a dangerous thing under 
most favorable conditions. 

Prohibition of street playing is of -no 
use whatever unless there is a chance to 
play elsewhere. To meet the needs of a 
great populatiog there must be many 
places to play. It is the constant toll of 
dead and injured that makes the small 
parks and playgrounds so valuable. Their 
number must be increased many fold be- 
fore the roil of the killed and mjured can 
be reduced much. It is a phase of the 
child problem in the city, a problem diffi- 
cult of solution at best. Until the better 
day comes the only safeguard is the con- 
stant vigilance of parents and the repeat- 
ed caution, Which may help in some de-

stancy and obstinacy in overcoming all the 
in the way of the marriage, 
owing to her inferiority of rank. For she is 
the daughter of an impoverished diplomat, 
Count Chotek, who was at one time minister 
at Dresden, and who did not by any means 
belong to the grand noblesse of Bohemia, and 
her first experience of court life was as lady 
imu waiting to Archduchess Frederick. 
Archduke Francis Ferdinand was com- 
pelled, before the marriage, to make 4 pledge 
on the gospels, that if he became emperor he 
would never take advantage thereof to raise 
Countess Sophie Chotek (as she was then) to 
the throne, or to place any of the sone which 
she might bear to him in the line of succes- 
sion to the crown. Emperor Francis Joseph, 
on the occasion of her marriage, created her 
princess of Hohenberg, which did not, how- 
ever, raise her from thewank of the ordinary 
nobility. Owing to her morganatic status, 
she at first had no position at court, and Bo 
strict was the discrimination against her that 
not only was she kept aloof from all cou nd 
state functions, but she was not even per- 
mitted to ride in any of the imperial 
equipages, nay, not even with her husband, 
and the singular spectacle was occasionally 
witnessed of his driving in one of the court 
carriages, with the court liveries, while she 
followed behind In her own private carriage. 


>. 


Quietly and tactfully the princess revolu- 
tionized her position. She began by making 
friends with the church and the religious 
orders, who vigorously espoused her cause, 
and they are all powerful In Austria. Her 
salons became the headquarters ef the Cath- 
olic element, in which the ari#tocracy, of 
course, figurés most largely. She likewise 
Pattracted to her palace talented artists and 
writers, in fact, the cleverest men of the day, 
regardless of their. birth and political afMfilia- 
tions; and it was not long before foreign am- 
bassadors and statesmen found that the 
Belvedere was the most interesting and the 
most influential factor of Vienna life. 

Her sway over her husband proved of such 
a wholesome character as to endear her to 
his stepmother, to his other relatives, and 
especially to the old emperor, who, prior to 
the marriage, had been prejudiced against his 
nephew. 

With unerring tact, she refrained from put- 
ting herself forward unduly. But this, too, 
was noted by the emperor, and it was some 
three years ago, in token of his approbation, 
that he issued a decree giving her precedence 
at court immediately after the arch- 
duchesses, and prior to the ladies of the me- 
diatized or semi-sovereign houses of the 
aristocracy. It was anticipated that the lat- 
ter would raise’an outcry. But she had ren- 
dered herself so popular among them as to 
completely disarm prejudice and opposition.

At the personal instance of the emperor, 
she began to take her place at court, and at 
all the family festivals. He made a par- 
ticular point of treating her with special dis- 


games and studies of the young archdukes 
and archduchesses, on a footing of perfect 
equality. Emperor William has always made 
a point when at Vienna of manifesting spe- 
cial deference and regard for the princess, 
setting thereby an example to other soy- 
ereigns and members of the reigning house 
visiting the Austrian capital. His recent 
sojourn at Vienna, with his empress, marked 
a still further advance of theiprincess. And 
still no one raised any objection, although 
the present state of affairs is distinctly con- 
trary to the understanding on the basis of 
which her marriage took place, 

It is difficult to see how the princess can go 
any higher, as long as Francis Joseph lives. 
It would not help her any if he was to bestow 
upon her the title of duchess, or even of arch- 
duchess, since she has already been con- 
ceded, if not by decree at any rate in practice, 
the ‘‘pas”’ of the archduchesseg of the im- 
perial house. When her husband succeeds to! 
the throne, it is more than probable that the 
Hungarian people will proclaim her as their 
queen, on the ground that no such thing as 
morganatic marriage exists in Magyar juris- 
prudence, and that Francis Ferdinand by 
wedding her invested her with all his honors, 
dignities, and prerogatives. 7

But he 
has two sons, and were he to permit his wife | 
to become empress his boys would become 
heirs to the throne, and would thus @tand. 
in the way of the succession of his nephew, 
Francis Charles, the eldest son of his brother, 
the late Archduke Otto.

Unemployed Reject Farm Work. 

Hamilton, Mo., May 27.—(Editor of The 
Tribune. ]—I was in Chicago on business re- 
cently, and was struck by the number of 
| apparently able Bodied idle men on the 
streets; also by the number who asKtd me for 
the price of a meal ora lift. Being in need 
of a man for farm work, I applied to the 
German Aid society and picked out a man. 
There were about twenty-three looking for 
jobs, most all preferring city jobs. I had to 
advance the car fare; for I doubt if the crowd 
could have produced the amount of fare. 

This looks wrong to me. Is the charity re- 
ceived by the poor in the city real charity? 
Why do most of the poor congregate in the 
cities? For months I had a standing re- 
quest for a married man and wife at fair 
wages, offering house rent free, also garden, 
poultry, milk, and butter, or to keep & cow 
for them and supply their meat. I did not 
ask for a skilled man—just a man able and 
willing to do a man’s work. 

When I am asked for aid I Iook the peti- 
tioner full in the face. When he seems 
ashamed of asking I help him, but not other- 
wise. I offered jobs to several of these, but 
for one reason or another my offer was de- 
clined. The percentage of laboring men out 
of work who deserve sympathy is small in- 
deed. If the present conditions continue 
eventually Chicago may become a second 
London or Paris, with choice begging loca- 
tions bought and sold as are other com-

cost. 

The matter Was taken up in the committees 
on streets and alleys north and south, and the 
ordinances were sent to the council with fa- 
vorable recommendation and- passed. 

There is no difficulty about the north end 
of ‘the boulevard, for the Lincoln park board 
is willing to take over La Salle avenue, but 
the part lying between the river and Jack- 
son boulevard is troublesome. La Salle street 
figures largely in the through routes laid out 
by the board of supervising engineers which 
were embodied tn the traction ordinances, 
and to make a change at this late date, when 
it required months of figuring to map out the 
through routes in the first place, is a task 
the board does not relish. 


Project Brought to Halt.

U. S. TIDE INTO CANADA GROWS? 


Records of Dominion Show Decrease of 
Immigration from European

Winnipeg, Man., May 31.—The report of 
the immigration department for the fiscal 
year was issued from here today. The year 
closed March 31. The report contains statis- 
tics for the whole of Canada, and shows that 
immigration inte Canada via ocean ports, 
from Gréat Britain and European countries 
decreased 117,081 persons, compared with the 
preceding fiscal year. 

This decline is attributed to restrictive leg- 
islation aimed at Indigent or undesirable im- 
migtants.. It has not.seriously affected the 
inrush from the British Isles. fe 

The immigration of settlers from the 
United States, however, not only shows an 
fncrease over the last fiscal -year, but it 
breaks all records for immigration from 
across the southern border, In the twelvé 
months to March 31, 159,832 settlers 
from the United, States came into Canada, 
bringing with them money and effects the 
éstimated value of which was $60,000,000.

Dunn to Begin Agitation. - 

Ald. Dunn has announced his intention of 
beginning an tmmediate agitation for the 
city beaches. 

“ The residents along the lake shore where 
beaches can be maintained do not object to 
public beaches,’’ he said. ‘“‘ They do object 
to private beaches with their lack of regula- 
tion. 

“T have learned from the Lincoln park 
commissioners that when the extension of 
the park north from Diversey boulevard is 
completed there will be established one of the 
finest beaches on the lake, to extend from 
Fullerton avenue to Diversey levard. 

‘*The small parks commission is willing 
to establish municipal beaches if the money 
is available. When an ordinance is drafted 
it probably will give control of the beaches 
to this commission.

Railway Magnate Asserts That Chicago 
Trader Merely Took Advantage of an 
Opportunity—Talks of Grain Output. 


Seattle, Wash., May 81,—J. J, Hill, chair- 
man of the Great Northern board ofirectors, 
visited the Alaska-Yukon-Pacific’exposition 
buildings today. Discussing the recent wheat 
corner, he said: 

“It ie a mistake to say James A. Patten 
cornered the wheat market. Here is merely 
a case of a man taking advantage of an op- 
portunity. The census of 1910 will show that 
we have a population of 90,000,000, which will 
mean that we will require for our own use 
630,000,000 bushels hereafter. 

“ We raise now probably 650,000,000 bushels 
of wheat in the United States with good crop 
conditions. This will leave us but 20,000,000 
bushels as a surplus for export, while in the 
past we have exported upwards of 120,000,000 
bushels per annum, 

* And in considering these facts it must be 
remembered that the number of lve stock 
siaughtered last year was 1,000.000 lesa than 
the year previous. When farmers of Iowa, 
Minnesota, and Nebraske can get 60 cents a 
bushel for corn at the country station they 
will not endure the risk of hog cholera and the 
labor incident to hog raising, but will sell all 


their grain.”
